ing an official investigation of the harm 
done by rats, and the results of this in- 
vestigation will be brought to the atten- 
tion of the civilized world. His country 
is now taking steps looking to the destruc- 
tion of the rodents. It is proposed to in- 
duce other nations to do likewise. 

Rats, declared the visitor, served no use- 
ful purpose, and, besides spreading germs, 
gnaw their way into hundreds of thousands 
of dollars’ worth of property each year. 

“T am aware that I am not advancing a 
new idea,’’ said Dr. Nagusha, ‘‘for bacteri- 
ologists and members of the medical pro- 
fession have leng been aware of the evil 
which rats work in the way of propagating 
contagious diseases but I did not realize 
the extent of this evil until I came to. make 
my recent investigations in connection with 
the bubonic plague in the east. I visited 
Hong Kong, Bombay and other parts of the 
Orient, not to speak of Japan, and every- 
where I was confronted with the fact that 
rats far more than anything else were the 
active causes in propagating and spreading 
the plague. 

“Time and again I found that rodents 
were the active cause in spreading the dis- 
ease into some new quarter where every or- 
dinary precautions had been taken to pre- 
vent the malady. Those precautions would 
have been effective in all probability but 
for the infected rodents carrying the germs 
with them.”’

ent holder. The only obstacle is the fact 
that he wants pay for them.

The Manhattan Savings Institution, at 
Broadway and Bleecker street, was robbed 
on the morning of Oct. 27, 1878, of $2,747,700 in 
securities and $11,000 in cash.

ives of their men in the marshy veldt, 
where chills and marsh fever wind up in 
voce pneumonia, but it is a problem of 
sustainin ng horseflesh. 

“T lived 13 years in South Africa. and 1 
know all the country better than any Boer 
did before the war broke out, my business, 
that of an engineer, carrying me over all 


f it. 

“It is hard for the Boers to get recruits, 
but in spite of England’s precautions re- 
cruits, and valuable ones, are getting in 
every day. For every Boer killed by the 
Iinglish nowadays half a dozen recruits 
straggle in from this country and else- 
where. 

“The Boers do not propose to fight any 
big pitched battle at present. They will 
simply worry the enemy everywhere they 
can, and about August and September you 
may look for a resumption of general ac- 
tion on a large scale.”’

LOUISIANA’S BONDS 


MANY, ONCE CONFISCATED, WERE 
RETURNED TO THE STATE. 


THESE ARE NOW MISSING 


Whether It Is a Case of Theft or Em- 
bezzlement the Authorities Do 
Not Know. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The | treasury 
department and the authorities of the State 
of Louisiana are trying to seeure a final 
settlement of the old Louisiana state bonds. 
These bonds, originally amounting to $4,- 
476,000, were confiscated by Gen. P. H. Sheri- 
dan at Shreveport, La., on July 12, 186, 
but as the capture occurred after the war 
had officially ended the national govern- 
ment has never claimed title to them. 

From time to time, upon rdentification by 
the proper state officers, certain certificates 
have been delivered until the value of 
those remaining in the treasury is now not 


more than $645,000. 

Recently one of the Louisiana represen- 
tatives in Congress became interestéd in 
the state’s claim and called upon the treas- 
urer to furnish him a complete statement 
about the certificates which have been 
turned over to the state treasury. It has de- 
veloped in this investigation that a number 
of the bonds, amounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars for which the national 
treasury holds descriptive receipts, are ap- 
parently missing from the state treasury. 
Until they can be found, it is not likely 
that Loufsiana- will make formal demand 
for the remaining bonds known to be in the 
vaults of the treasury department. 

There is some mystery as to the where- 
abouts of the missing bonds. It would ap- 
pear that they had been misappropriated 
| by some state officer, but officials call at- 
'tention to the fact that at the time of 
‘their confiscation many Louisfana state rec- 
ords were destroyed and removed. It may 
be that the bonds supposed to be lost were 
returned within a few months after they

HARRISON WANTS REFORM 


Chicago’s Mayor Does Not Think, 
However, That Any Official Can 
Enforce Obnoxious Laws. 


NEW YORK, April 15.—Carter H. Harri- 
son, mayor of Chicago, ts in this city. He 
says he came for rest and recreation. While 
Mr. Harrison did not care to discuss poll- 
tics last night he did talk about reform, and 
the charges made that the administration 
in Chicago favors a wide open town, and is 
in league with the criminal elements. 

“I believe,’ said he, “‘that the proper per- 
sons to institute any kind of reform, dra- 
weet or otherwise, are the people’s offi- 
clals 

“I do not believe it is possible to have 
what is called an open town unless the pub- 
lic wants it. I do not believe that it is pos- 
sible to reform a community by passing 
laws. The community cannot rise above its 
own level, and its level is reflected in the 
way in which it enforces its laws. 

‘There is no truth in the report that Chi- 
cago is a wide open town. It is a closei 
shut down town in every sence of the wo 

‘I think it fs very poor policy for a mayor 
to advocate the enforcement of blue laws 
or the ringing of the curfew bell when the 
people are not in favor of them. You can- 
not reform any community by law. It must 
be done by education.’ 


VOLUNTEERS RETURN HOME. 


One Transport Is in and Several Others 
Are Now Due. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 15.—The 
transport Thomas, which arrived last night 
brought back from the Philippines the 
headquarters and the First and Third bat- 
talions of the Thirty-fifth Volunteer Regi- 
ment, consisting of 29 officers and 533 men, 
and all of the Twenty-eighth Volunteer 
Regiment, comprising 3 officers and 1035 
men. The remainder of the Thirty-fifth 
Regiment is on the transport Rosecrans, 
due here in a few days. 

The Lawton left Nagasaki a day ahead of 
the Thomas, and is expected to reach San 
Francisco today. Nothing was seen of the 
transport Garonne by the Thomas, although 
the Garonne left Nagasaki: five days ahead 
of her with the Twenty-sixth Regiment on 
board. 

The transport Logan will sail for Manila 
today with two companies of the First In- 
fantry, the Third squadron of the Ninth 
Cav airy, the Second squadron of the Tenth 
Cavairy and a battalion of the Eleventh In- 
fantry. The animal transport Thyra is 
scheduled to sail today for Manila with 
several hundred horses and 1500 tons of sup- 


plies. The Ohio is to sail at noon tomor- 
row with troops.

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THE ACTION METHOD OF TEACHING. 


The Chicago Board of Education is progressive. 

The “action”” method of teaching language is the latest im- 
provement introduced into the schools. Scientifically spoke 
it is “the visualization, auralization and action method of 
language perfection.” Isn’t that impressive? 

The idea igs that a word may best be learned by acting it. 
For instance, ‘“‘somersault.”” When the tots are given that 
word to spell, define and parse, they are first given a realiz- 
ing idea of the thing it denotes. The teacher, a sweet young 
woman, is supposed to—but never mind. Suppose we take an- 
other word, ‘‘cakewalk.”’ That is easier. The children are 
made to understand by visualization and auralization just 
what a cakewalk is. Then they learn the word. The thing 
first, then the word. 

This is scientific. Education is a science, you know. And 
anything scientific is, of course, of the highest value. One 
wonders how little children learned things and became wise 
and good in the days before the visualization and auralization 
of words.

MUCH MORE FOR SCIENCE TO DO. 


In reproducing halftone pictures by an electric current, as 
was done betweén Chicago and New York Friday, science has 
accomplished much. It is now possible to telegraph a portrait 
or @ scene, so that the features of a great man or the picture 
of a battle or disaster can be reproduced in a thousand news- 
papers on the day the original picture is taken. 

But what the world is waiting for and must have is the fac- 
ulty of seeing by wire. We are all looking forward to the 
time when we shall see our friend at a distance while talking 
with him by ‘phone, though miles and mountains intervene. 


A hint of this possibility has been given in an instrument, 


not yet perfected, which has for its sensitive parts the metal 
selenium. ‘But if this were perfected it would still only give 
us a sort of mirrored reflection. Why may it not be possible to 
really see by wire? 

Vision is caused by the impinging of light waves on our re- 
tina. These waves are cast off by the object we are looking 
at. An electric current is made up of waves. The problem 
is to cause the waves of electricity to move at the exact 
epeed of light waves and in all respects to act and react as 
light waves. If this were done, would we not be able to see 
by wire? And can it be done?

The requirement of the National League 
that its teams shall not play with American 
League clubs or with teams that play with 
American League organizations has set the 
management of the Boston National team 
ann the Yale University nine at logger- 
heads. 

Because Yale played the Baltimore Amer- 


ican League team, the Boston aggregation 
canceied an engagement to play the colle- 
gians at Norfolk.. The atmosphere has been 
murky ever since, from Beantown to Mason 
and Dixon's line, owing to the fire of the ar- 
gument that has ensued. 

The latest report of the affair had it that 
Yale had apologized for daring to play with 
the Baltimore team. Of this report Pres- 
ident Quinby of the Yale Association says 
that the best answer to it is that the Yale 
team: proposes to play the Philadelphia 
American League team and will continue to 
play any team in the newer organization 
that may be pleased to come forward. 

The National League appears to have 
made a mistake in this, as in other of its 
recent acquirements. It has assumed a dic- 
tatorial policy instead of a conciliatory 
one. It occupies about the same position 
asa highwayman who perpetrates or at- 
tempis to perpetrate a “hold-up” with an 
ry te revolver—it is working a “bluff.’’ 
If it is not found out, the bluff may go, but 
it appears that Yale has uncovered the 
weakness of the situation.

important Ruling of the U. 8. 
Supreme Court. 


DEPENDS UPON’ RESIDENCE 


THE ATHERTON AND BELL CASES 
ONES INVOLVED. 


If Divorce Is Granted in State Where 
Plaintiff Is Bona Fide Resident 
Then It Is Valid in All 
Other States. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The United 
States Supreme Court today decided a num. 
ber of cases involving the validity in one 
state of divorce decrees granted in other 
states. The court held practically that in 
cases in which the decree is granted in 
States where the husband and wife have 
made their legal residence it is valid in 
any part of the United States, but that in 
other cases in which there is no legal resi- 
dence in the state in which the decree is 
granted they are invalid. The opinions were 
handed down by Justice Gray and involved 
the’ cases of Atherton vs. Atherton, Bell 
vs. Bell and Streilwolf vs. Streilwolf. In 
the Atherton case the husband obtained a 
decree of divorce in the state of Kentucky, 


where they had resided as husband and 
wife, after the wife had left the husband 
and gone to the home of her parents in 
Clinton, N. Y. In his opinion Justice Gray 
called attention to and laid stress upon the 
fact that Kentucky was the place of marital 
residence and he also brought out the fact 
that notices of the husband's petition for 
divorce had been fprwarded to New York 
and that she had made no response. The 
Kentucky court thereupon had granted the 
decree. 

The question involved was, he _ said, 
whether the decree was valid in New 
York, the question having been raised by 
a counter roceeding of the wife for dl- 
vorce in ew York. He concluded that, 
owing to the fact of her former residence 
in Kentucky and the fact that due notice 
had ben given her, Mrs. Atherton was 
as much bound by the Kentucky decree as 
if she had been present in the court when 
it Was granted. Hence the decision of the 
New York Supreme Court in favor of the 
wife and against the validity of the Ken- 
tucky decree was reversed.

In the Bell case the question of the valid- 
ity of a decree granted to the husband in 
e Capey tvants was raised, and in the Streil- 

case the same question was raised 
concerning a decree granted to the hus- 
band in North Dakota. In both these 
cases the decrees were held to be invalid 
beeause neither the husband nor the wife 
had domicile in the state in which the di- 
vorce was granted. 

‘Therefore,’ said Justice Gray, 
crees are not entitled to credit.’ 

In those cases the findings of the New 
York courts were affirmed. 

In the Atherton case Justice Peckham 
dissented upon the ground that the hus- 
band had himself been responsible for the 
wife's change of reeidence.

Table at Evansville. 


RESPIRATION HAD CEASED 


SEVERAL SURGEONS PRONUNCED 
THE WOMAN MORIBUND. 


As a Last Resort Salt Solution Was 
Pumped Into a Vein and She 
Opened Her Eyes and 
Asked for Food, 


@pecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 15.—Dr. Rich- 
stein, a local physician, believes that he 
brought Mrs.-Sarah Allen, 40 years 
from death to life by an injection of 
mal salt solution into one of her arms. 
says her heart ceased to beat for three 
utes at least before she was revived. 

Mrs. Allen was taken to a local hospital 
to be operated upon for a stomach trouble. 
After the operation three physicians, in- 
cluding Dr. Richstein, felt her pulse and 
pronounced her dead. 

Nitro-glycerine, strychnine and other 
stimulants, used to revive the heart's 
tion, were brought into use, but, it, is suid, 
they failed to revive the patient. As a 
last resort Dr. Richstein opnened a vein in 
the woman’s arm and pumped ina pfnt of 
normal salt solution. He was rewarded, 
three minutes afterward, by seeing the pa- 
tlent open her eves. Ina few seconds more 
the woman raised her head and asked for 
something to eat. 

Dr. Richstein made this statement today: 

“Mrs. Allen went on the table in the best 
of spirits, and we were all surprised when 
she unexpectedly collapsed. Everything 
known to medical science was done to re- 
vive her, and we had entirely given up 
hopes of bringing her back to life when 
it was decided to inject normal salt solu- 
tion into her veins. 

‘‘T am satisfied the woman’s heart did not 
pulsate for at least three minutes, and 
every movement of the respiratory system 
stopped before the injection of the normal 
salt solution was made. 

“The normal salt solution is nothing more 
than 60 grains, or a teaspoonful, of com- 
mon salt, added to a pint of distilled water. 
The salt is dissolved, and then the solution 
is pumped into the vein of the patient's 
arms.’ 

Mrs. Allen is the mother of 12 children. 
Dr. Richstein is one of the youngest phy- 
sicilans in the county and obtained his 
medical education in the East.

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PITTSBURG, Pa., April 15.—As a result 
of the dispute that for a week past has in- 
volved the employes of the W. Dewees Wood 
7jant of the American Sheet Steel Co., at 
McKeesport, and the company, about half 
of the men are on a strike today and the op- 
eraticn of the plant is badly crippled. The 
cause of the trouble was the recent dis- 
charge of seven men, who the men claim, 
were dismissed because they were members 
of the newly organized lodge of the Amal- 
gamated Association. 


The strike was ordered at a meeting of 
the local lodge yesterday afternoon and 
went into effect at 1 o'clock this morning. 
All is quiet about the works today. None 
of the discofitented workmen are loitering 
about the mill, and there-is no prospect of 
trouble. The members of the firm say that 
they will continue the operation of their 
plants and that if they are troubled by the 
strikers at McKeesport they will ship their 
material elsewhere for manufacture. The 
mill employs about 800 men and about half 
of them are now out. 

The event is looked upon as momentous 
throughout the iron and steel trade of the 
country, from the fact that it is the first 
conflict between organized labor and the 
new United States Steel Corpora- 
tion and because of the announced 
intention today oof President T. J. 
Shaffer. the head of the: Amalga- 
mated Associaton of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers to tie up every plant of the new 
combine, steel, tin, tube, structural iron, 
wire and all, if necessary to win the fight. 

As to the chance that the men in all the 
mills of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion will be called on to come out, no one 
cornected with the management of any 
of the organized plants in the new corpo- 
ration will consent te be quoted. The only 
underlying companies in the new corpora- 
tion whose mills are entirely independent 
of the Amalgamated Association are the 
Carnegie interests and the National Tube 
Co. The mills of the American Steel Hoop. 
Co.,. the American Tinplate Co. and the 
Republic Iron and Steel Co. are all organ- 
ized, while most of those of the American 
Sheet Steel Co., and the National Steel Co. 
and a few of the National Steel, American 
Steel and Wire and American Bridge 
plants work under the amalgamated as- 
sociation. Most of the American Steel and 
Wire plants are controlled by the Rod Mill 
men.
